3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Seto 
discloses the material which fulfills the general formula I of claim 1 . However Seto 
discloses the material for use as an interconnect and not as an anode material. Koc et 
al. discloses cathode active material of LaCr0.4Mn0.6O3 (page 5842) which fulfills the 
general formula 1 of claim 1 however fails to disclose that this material can also be used 
for an anode.
